In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or daims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the'interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative describes the invention and discusses 
rejected claims and cited prior art. The representative argues that FILENAME as recited in claim 1 can't read on to a 
reference segment of time T of the stream data with a segment identifier as discussed in the advisory action. Further, 
the DIRECTORY in claim 1 is different from the <domain, feature> code representation of data in that one can search 
the files within the directory. 

Further, the Representative indicated that the proposed amended claim 4 (i.e from said working memory or other 

computer-readable storage media) would overcome the prior art because Bolle does not teach or suggest that it stores 
the unknown files in a computer readable storage media. Examiner points out that on Fig. 1B, element 177, shows that 
Bolle stores the segment index table in a computer memory. 

Applicant's representative further discuss how proposed amended claim 9 overcomes the prior art of record. Examiner 
thought that the proposed amended claims appear to overcome the cited prior art since the prior art does not explicitly 
teach or suggest the limitation "USER DETERMINES A CRITERIA TO BE USED FOR THE STANDARD FROM A 
TEMPLATE OF DIFFERENT CHARACTERISTICS". All in all, the interview was productive in advancing the 
prosecution. 
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
